‘NEW YORK (JP)—.A Cornell university 
professor who conducted a study on the rela- 
tions between Jews and non-Jews in middle- 
sized U. S. communities says there are-nine 
“types” of Jews in this country. 

According to Boris Smolar, a Jewish col- 
umnist, Prof. John P. Dean classified the nine 
groups as follows: 

1. The “Comfortable In-Group Jew,” who 
does not care what Gentiles think of him. “He 
is sustained by the life of the Jewish commu- 
nity and has strong attachment to Jewish tra- 
ditions,” the survey showed. 

2. The “Comfortable Participator,” who de- 
sires status in both the Gentile and Jewish 
groups, feeling he has won the respect of both 
groups. 

3. The “Comfortable Assimilator,” who does 
not care what the Jewish community thinks of 
him ... he doesn’t necessarily deny being Jew- 
ish but has disassociated himself from the Jew- 
ish community. 

4. The “Self-Sustainer,” whose “self-esteem” 


is based more on his professional background 
than on what Gentiles and Jews think of him. 

5. The “Uneasy Assimilator,” who wants to 
be accepted by both groups but for some reason 
feels rejected by the Jewish community. 

6. The. “Self-Conscious Participator,” who 
wants to be accepted by both groups and has 
succeeded in gainirig the respect of the Jewish 
community. 

7. The “Disowned Jew,” who has been re. 
jected by his group because of his own actions, 
although he cares only for status in the Jewish 
community. 

8. The “Frustrated Assimilator,” who wants 
acceptance only in the Gentile group but is 
burdened with the feeling he is looked down 
on because he is a Jew. 

9. The Jew who seeks acceptance by both 
groups but feels he is rejected by both. This 
group, writes Smolar, is the most marginal 
and is probably in the most difficult psycho. 
logical situation. °¢

Representative Alvin Tamkin 
and Representative Abraham Ka- 
halas have filed House Bill 1870 
which seeks to amend the present 
law and make it possible for chil- 
dren to be placed in homes of a 
different religious faith. The pres- 
ent law-declares that children up 
for adoption must be adopted by 
couples who are of the same re- 
ligious faith as the natural moth- 
er of the child. The law provides 
that the decision to give children 
to couples of another faith is pos- 
sible if the judge sitting in the 
case deems it advisable to do so.

North African Villagers 


To Emigraie to Israel 

JERUSALEM (WNS) The Jew- 
ish Agency has announced that 
33 Jewish communities in North 
Africa would soon be liquidated 
through immigration to Israel. 

All inhabitants of these North 
African villages in the Atlas 
Mountains, except hard-core 
cases, will be removed to the 
Jewish State, the Agency declar- 
ed. 

Meanwhile, a new settlement 

was inaugurated at Pkiin, in Up- 
per Galilee, for Jewish immi- 
grants from North Africa who ar- 
rived in Israel only 10 days be- 
fore. Present at the ceremony 
were Israel President Itzhak Ben- 
Zvi and Mrs. Irma Lindheim, for- 
mer member of Hadassah who is 
now a resident of the Mishmar 
Ha-Emek settlement and who 25 
years ago donated $25,000 for the 
establishment of a settlement on 
the ancient site of Pkiin.

religion. 

“Abraham was the first Jewish 
missionary,” Horowitz asserted, 
pointing to Isaiah’s “my house 
shall be called the house of pray- 
er for all peoples,” and Zachar- 
iah’s prophesy that Jerusalem 
would become the world capital 
as scriptural backing for his 
group’s missionazing activities. 

SHOULD TEACH AFRICANS 

Asked whether he_ thought 
Jews ought to send missionaries 
to Africa, Horowitz emphatically 
said yes. 

“We must bring the message 
of Israel and the God of Israel 
to every part of the world—civi- 
lized and non-civilized,” he added. 

He disclosed that 11,000 men, 
women, and children have been 
converted by the Israel World Un- 
ion throughout the world, 6,500 
of whom are.in the United 
States. Horowitz, who is also 
United Nations correspondent for 
World Union Press and editor of 
the American Jewish Press Syndi- 
cate, said these converts had em- 
braced and were strictly observ- 
ing” the Mosaic law, kashrut, cir- 
cumcision, and the holidays.” 

The converts, Horowitz contin- 
ued, came from Catholic and 
Protestant circles, and from 
among Jehovah’s Witnesses, Sev- 
enth Day Adventists, agnostics, 
and “even from unaffiliated Jews 
—especially the youth,” He added 
that they came from all walks of 
life, including farmers, engineers 
and professionals. 

HOW CONVERTS LIVE 

The panelists wanted to know 
what kind of life the converts to 
Judaism were leading. Are they 
a separate entity, isolated from 
the rest of the Jewish communi- 
ties in their towns? What hap- 
pens to their children? To what 
extent do they observe Judaic 
laws? Are they exposed to the 
hardships that accompany being 
a Jew? 

Horowitz answered by pointing 
out that wherever they are near 
a Jewish community, the converts 
attend synagogue services and 
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“Many of them are_so inte. 
grated, they join Zionist organi- 
zations. Often, their example 
helps bring faltering Jews back 
to the fold,” he stated. In some 
cases, Horowitz concluded, the 
new-fashioned Jews come under 
anti-semitic fire not different 
from that experienced by many 
“native-born” Jews.

Williamsburg Jews 
Have More Children 


NEW YORK (WNS)—The 16,- 
000 Jews who live in the Williams- 
burg section of Brooklyn and who 
constitute the most Orthodox 
Jewish community in the United 
States have more children, more 
marriages, less divorces and a 
larger percentage of.skilled and 
semi-skilled workers than other 
American Jews, according to a 
survey by Dr. George Kranzler, 
sociologist, which has just been 
published. 


The average Orthodox Jewish 
family in Williamsburg contains 
four or five children, Dr. Kranzler 
found. During the past two de- 
cades only five divorces are 
known to have occured in the 
area. In a survey of a group of 
76 Hungarian and Polish-Jewish 
recent immigrants it was found 
that only two young men in the 
20-36 age-group were attending 
college, while more than 40 were 
skilled and semi-skilled workers. 
In recent years Williamsburg has 
become a center for the proces- 
sing of strictly kosher foods and

Israel ben Eliezer 
(Baal Shem Tob) ‘ 
(1700 - 1760) ‘ 
Founder of Chassidism 
N 1648 there was a fierce Cossack uprising in Poland. 
More than half a million Jews were slaughtered without 
mercy in the ravages of that rebellion. For many years 
thereafter the surviving suffered great hardships. By the 
middle of the 18th century several million Jews were dwell- 
ing in eastern Europe amidst unspeakable misery, poverty 
and ignorance. Forgotten becamé traditional Talmudic Ju- 
daism and neglected and abandoned were the rabbis. Many, 
to bear their burden until “the coming of Messiah,” joined 
a cabalist sect which preached the mortification of the flesh 
and constant ascetism as the only services pleasing to God. 


In these dark days there appeared among the Polish 
Jews one Israel] ben Eliezer, later to be known as Baal 
Shem Tob. He was born in Podolia and lived in humble 
circumstances. A legend says that his father, taken pris- 
oner in a war, became a slave in an unknown land. Here 
because of his great wit, he became confidant to the king. 
When he was 100-years-old he returned to his native coun- 
try to beget a son, soon after whose birth both he and his 
wife, having accomplished their destiny, died. 


Israel, orphaned at four, was cared for by the towns- 
folk. He neglected his studies at school, and often ran away 
into the woods to lose himself in dreams. When he reached 
manhood he began to preach a new belief to the people. His 
message was that by simple prayer and the gift of the 
heart, mankind may influence God himself. He condemned 
those who worshipped God by fasting, abstinence and sad- 
ness, and instead preached joy and gladness in prayer. 


This new religion of tenderness, fervor and joy spread 
rapidly. “Chassidim”—the Pious-—his followers called them- 
selves. When they prayed they raised their voices high and 
swayed their bodies back and forth in ecstasy. Chassidism 
spread quickly all over Eastern Europe. Thousands of 
weary Jews found solace in this spiritual ecstacy. A man 
of great humility and tenderness, the Baal Shem Tob be- 
came famed as a saint who could heal the physical and 
spiritual ecstasy. A man of great humility and tenderness, 
the Baal Shem Tob became famed as a saint who could 
heal the physical and spiritual ills of man. To this day, 
Chassidism is still the religion of many Jews who firmly be- 
lieve that the glory of God is only to be found where joy 
reigns.

HOFFER, Elkins Park, Pa. 


KLINGHOFFER has every appearance of having been de- 
rived from a locality named Kling(en)hof(f). However, al- 
though there are four localities so named in Bavaria and Wurt- 
temberg, Germany your family name has nothing in common 
with them. Your ancestors took the name from a very large 
village in the district of Sanok, Galicia. The name of that vil- 
lage is Klimkowka. Instead of calling themselves Klimkowker 
your ancestors germanized it into the similarly sounding 
Klinghoffer. At the time Galician Jews were bidden to assume 
permanent family names Galicia was under Austrian domina- 
tion and the name giving commission was manned by Germans 
who were prone to German sounding names. Incidentally, the 
Village of Klimkowka was originally settled by German peas- 
ants in the 18th. cenfury.

Mom Explains Success of Son

RS. Esther Wouk has a successful formula for rearing a Jewish poet. 


“He was taught Jewishness at home,” is the way she puts it. She’s referring, of course, to her 
famous son, novelist Herman Wouk, whose “Cain: Mutiny,” garnered him fame, fortune and the 
highly valued Pulitzer Prize in literature. 


But Mrs. Wouk, while exceed- 
ingly proud of the achievements 
of Herman, also casts a fond 
motherly eye on her other two 
children, who have also kept up 
the love of Judaism she instilled 
in them. One, a well known en- 
gineer, is highly active in his 
congregation. The daughter, mar- 
ried to a physician, rears her chil- 
dren in the Orthodox manner. 


But, inevitably, the public’s in- 
terest is concentrated on her 
novelist son whose story of the 
crisis on an American warship has 
been translated into many lang- 
uages and has been depicted, in 
part, in a highly successful stage 
adaptation. “The Cain Mutiny 
Court-Martial.”

IT IS NOT PRIMARILY a Jew- 
ish story, but the Jewish angle is 
clearly brought out in what the 
Jewish boy says about how he 
feels, Mrs. Wouk points out. 


Herman had a bit of trouble 
with the German production of 
his play, according to Mrs. Wouk. 

“The Germans did not like to 
be reminded of their bloody past,” 
she explains, “but my son insisted 
that either his play had to be pre- 
sented in the unabridged version 
or not at all. The Munich theater 
gave in and for more than a 
month “The Cain Mutiny Court- 
Martial” sold out theaters in the 
capital of Bavaria.” 

“My son’s love for Judaism 
shines through all that he has 
created,” the gray-haired woman 
says, with a smile of motherly 
pride. 

ORIGINALLY the family hoped 
Herman would become a rabbi. 
Mrs. Wouk is reminded of his 
bar mitzvah by a photograph of 
the bar mitzvah boy, Herman, dis- 
played prominently in the living 
room. 

“Herman delivered such a 
splendid address that we all hoped 
he would become a rabbi, follow- 
ing the family tradition of my 
fathers and many of our elders— 
and in a way he did. 

“He teaches young rabbis how 
to write a sermon, how to in- 
fluence their congregations by the 
power of diction and language,” 
explains Mrs. Wouk. Her son, al- 
though he has rejected offers of 
professorships, teaches at Yes- 
hiva university. 

His literary interest, Mrs. Wouk 
feels, was influenced to a great 
extent by her husband’s reading 
to the children of stories from 
Sholem Aleichem and Peretz. He 
early evinced the desire to be- 
come a writer and some of his 
earliest efforts were in the field 
of poetry.

“In other words, Rabbi Kertzer 
was not intent on frightening his 
audience, and even mentioned that 
it was a mistake to consider the 
American Jewish Committee, in 
view of the widespread nature of 
its work, as a defense agency. He 
said the Committee furthered that 
belief unwittingly in the title it 
used unfortunately for his fund- 
raising effort—the Joint Defense 
Appeal. 

Rabbi Kertzer revealed that the 
April issue of Readers Digest will 
lead off with a story about Jews, 
and that a forthcoming issue of 
LIFE magazine will be devoted 
to Judaism and will contain some- 
thing over 100 full color photo- 
graphs. 

THOSE COMMITTEE mem- 
bers at the affair would never 
have guessed that ten years ago, 
the program outlined by Rabbi 
Kertzer was not the program of 
the Committee but of another na- 
tional Jewish organization. 

The moral is that there is very 
little difference in outlook, ap- 
proach and domestic program to- 
day of our national Jewish or- 
ganizations. The issues that divid- 
ed the national Jewish organiza- 
tions have all been decided, and 
the American Jewish community 





as such has pretty well concluded 
that Jews should stand wp and be

mentioned here recently that 

my old college fraternity 
brother Harry Kramer of White- 
ville, N. C., takes his children 
some 100 miles each way to Sun- 
day School every week, which 
brought a note from Rabbi Eu- 
gene Blachsleger, of Montgomery, 
Ala., on what happens each Sun- 
day in his part of the Jewish 
world. I imagine almost every 
rabbi can tell a similar story, but 
it would be “interesting to see 
which family holds the record for 
distance travelled. 

Rabbi Blachsleger’s record fam- 
ily is that of Leo Finkelstein of 
Opp, Alabama.

Circuit-Riders Here to Stay 


E wr interest of the Reform group, as 
expressed at its recent convention, in 
Jews in the rural areas, and the newé 
story of the dedication of the first circuit- 
riding bus in Charlotte, N. C., are healthy 
signs of a concern in a field of needed 
activity which up until now has been 
more or less overlooked. 

There is a difference in the two agen- 
cies which are now devoting some atten- 
tion to Jews who live far from large 
centers and who have very little possi- 
bility of participating in religious life. 

The North Carolina event is lay- 
sponsored. The circuit riding rabbi is 
under the sponsorship of the North Caro- 
lina Association of Men, and was in- 
spired by I. D. Blumenthal, of Charlotte, 
the same man on whose estate in the 
Blue Ridge Mountains of Western North 
Carolina the Wildacres Institute idea 
was born. 

The Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations is of course the Reform lay 
group, but it is dissimilar in that it is a 
national body, whereas the North Caro- 
lina Association of Men can be consid- 
ered a grass roots Jewish group. 

But there is another difference, and 
that is that whereas the North Carolina 
Association of Men can be said to repre- 
sent all divisions of Jewry, the UAHC is 
of course the representative of oaty one 
branch, the Reform. 

Although the circeitridine bus is 
just being dedicated, Rabbi Harolé A. 
Friedman has already—sans bus—been 
devoting almost a year to ministering to 
the needs of Jews in small cities through- 
out the Tar Heel state. 

It is clear, just as it must have been 
clear even before Rabbi Friedman was 
employed and began his services, that 
this effort not only is and will be highly 
successful, but similar circuit-riding rab- 
bis will be employed in most states. 

The Post was one of those that per- 
suaded the B’nai B’rith to undertake the 
national sponsorship of the B’nai B’rith 
Institutes—the Wildacres idea. 

The question is who should sponsor 
the circuit-riding rabbi movement. 


It"may be that it is a little te early 
to look for a sponsor, and it may be that 
a number of competing organizations all 
devoting part of their programs to this 
eee would be the best approach at this 
ime. 

Yet no one would want to see three 
circuit-riding rabbis in any one area, one 
representing the Reform, another the 
Conservative and the third the Orthodox, 
just as at any one army camp it would- 
not have been practical to have supplied 
three Jewish chaplains so that every Jew 
might be able to worship at a service of 
his liking. 

Lay leadership then is the answer, 
unless of course some arrangement could 
be set up—which we doubt—that might 
parallel the .Chaplaincy Commission of 
the Jewish Welfare Board, which is 
jointly operated. 

If lay leadership is the answer, then 
the next question is whether a national 
Jewish organization or a local group 
would be the most effective in this area. 

We’re inclined to favor the idea of 
the local group, which means the com- 
munity councils and the federations. 
These agencies have normally been pre- 
occupied with fund-raising up until now, 
but the precedent is not lacking of filling 
needs such as social and religious when 
these needs were not being filled other- . 
wise. 


If locally or state-wide controlled, 
the circuit-riding rabbi could then side- 
step the peril of three competing wings 
of Judaism vieing for superiority. For 
in our local federations and community 
councils all three branches of Judaism 
are represented and conflict between 
them is diminishing. 


This may be the solution. The work 
is too new to require any decision at this 
time. The future may take care of the 
problem, but one thing is certain, the 
circuit-riding rabbi is a necessary ad- 
junct of the Jewish religious apparatus 
in the U. S., and the quicker it spreads 
all over the nation, the more wholesome 
will be American Jewish life.

OUR REPLIES TO CRITICAL LETTERS 
HELD AS UNNECESSARILY AGGRESSIVE 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

For some time I have been 
reading your replies to critical 
letters to the editor with growing 
amazement and concern. For un. 
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logical reasons, you tend to evalu- 
ate every critical letter as an 
attack upon freedom of the press. 
Every letter that ends with the 
threat not to renew a subscrip- 
tion draws forth the brave cry: 
we will not be intimidated. 

Courage is certainly a laudable 
virtue. But to beat one’s breast 
and raise the banner of a free 
press is no answer to criticism; 
it merely obscures the issues 
raised by your correspondents. 

What most critical letters de- 
nounce is not your editorial pol- 
icy but rather your editorializing 
in the presentation of the news 
itself. This, as you know prob- 
ably better than I, can be done in 
many ways—both subtle and 
crude. 

I dare say that your news re- 
ports are crudely distorted. I 
personally believe that these dis- 
tortions result not from subtle 
uKerior motives but simply from 
a desire to sensationalize for cir- 
culation and reader-interest pur- 
poses. Perhaps this is necessary 
for your survival. But it would 
be a mark of editorial wisdom as 
well as maturity to recognize it 
as such and not in childish fash- 
ion label every criticism of your 
news reportage as threats to a 
free press. This whole matter 
was, I believe, implicit in your 
reply to Rabbi Mordecai Simon’s 


criticism of yourshandling of the 
Fisher*Reynolds engagement. 

The point at issue is not wheth- 
er you or your reporter support 
intermarriages or even your right 
to report such an event if you 
feel it is of interest to your read- 
ers. The point at issue is: to 
what extent was your reporting 
of the affair simply news and to 
what extent was it a deliberate 
sensationalization of a minor 
news item beyond all due, legiti- 
mate proportion—a_ sensational- 
ization that to a youngster may 
be easily identified as gilorifica- 
tion? 

To this question, it is irrelevant 
to reply as you did that since 
youngsters already are aware of 
intermarriage, no harm _ can 
therefore come from reading 
your account, For it is not their 
knowledge of intermarriage but 
their emotional attitude to it that 
is or can be subtly influenced by 
such neediessly sensational re- 
porting. 

In sum: breast-beating and bra- 
vado are hardly substitutes for 
logic and reason.
